The Bureau is in receipt of a letter dated 9-3-59 from 
the above-captioned individual. He indicates that he has just finished reading 
"Masters of Deceit” w hich he has found extremely interesting and informative.

The Turn of the Tide 





Arthur Biyant (New York* Doubleday, 1957) 



Here is another of the many memoirs of V/orld War II as taken 
frcm the diary of Field -Marshal Lord Alanbrooke fran the years 
1939-1943 and enlarged upon by the author. The diary itself 
was somewhat unusual in that it comprised a series of lock bound 
note books in which Brooke attempted each evening to enter the 
days events fox transmittal to his wife, stressing his otan view- 
points and opinions. As a result there are long passages of 
trivia which, to the military mind, might well have been omitted 
from this volume. I do not believe, the present day student of 
World War II is interested in a vivid description of the view , ■ 
from the Hotel in Casablanca while world shattering plans are 
being discussed in the adjoining rooms. 

For the American military student, we have another example 
of the British attempt to show their mastership of strategy,-- 
and a number of blunt statements to the effect that there was a 
lack of strategic knowledge among the leaders of their American 
Allies. Brooke says candidly that he often wondered since the 
war how different matters might have been if he had MacArthur 
instead of Marshall to deal with, "From everything I saw of' him, 

I put him down as .the greatest general of the war." And yet, 
was behind Admiral King, who, apparently Was always 
a thorn in the side of Brooke, insisting on the fight in the 
Pacific. Many tines Brooke indicates his almost complete ig- 
norance of the pacific situation,- which will not prompt an Am- 
erican to accept Montgomery’s opinion that Brooke was "The great- 
est soldier, sailor, or airman produced by any country taking 
part in the last war." Montgomery must h. ; ve made the statement 
with tongue in cheek, since Monty«smost recent literary effort 
indicates he might apply the some statement to himself. 

It appears to this reader that Brooke’s greatest days are 
those prior to the evacuation of the British Expeditionary 
Forces at Dunkirk. Fran the day of mobilization, 3 Sept 1939 
to withdrawal from France in May 1940, there is nothing but 
action on the part of Brooke’ - he seemed to be everywhere. 

^ Early in the war, in Oct of 1939, he \*as aware of the 
magnitude of the refugee and displaced persons problem. In 
the area of Lille he saw the swarms of Belgians, Poles and dis- 
placed Saar miners and even Italians, with the "opportunities 
unlimited," "The forward area is still crammed with 
civilians that ought to be evacuated, and no. real serious, efforts 
seem to be made to organize civilian labour to prepare defenses 
that are essential ... I feel that the Germans would have 
been tackling -the situation very, differently.".

During the winter months Brooke had worked out a scheme

Reference to Belgian Officers above impresses this reader

eaming Chief of the Imperial General Staff in November 19-41*- 
Churchill took Brooke- into his innermost confidence even re-

which he sometimes placed the Prime Minister.# Ife -respected . 





Harry Hopkins, who had influence even if he did not hove an 
office* He respected Marshall - his opposite member ~ for his 
organizational ability but criticized Marshall* s strategic 
knowledge and ability* 

He admired. Eisenhower for his personality and ability to. 
handle the political situation among the Allies but "hod little 
confidence in his ability to handle the military situations 
confronting him" in North Africa*. Brooke takes full credit 
for the North African Operation (Torch) and claims for the 
progressive success in Sicily and Italy thus making him the 
master mind of the vrar. I am sure many will refute this assump- 
tion* 



It -is regretoble the respect and affection in which Brooke 
was held by his close American associates was not more fully 
reciprocated* 

His was the top planning responsibility on a world wide 
basis with assists from Marshall and all the other Joint Chiefs 

of Staff* Only history will tell whether his criticisms were 
correct*

Here is tlie story of Communism in the United States and how 
to fight it* In tn is bo ;k the renowned Director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation has presented a loymon's guidebook for 
understanding* identifying, and coobatting the Communist con- 
spiracy in this country* Masters of Dece it contains a punetjpat- 
ing analysis of the structure and organization of the .American 
Communist party, and a vivid description of the strategy and 
tactics which it used in attempting to further the goals of 
international communism, 

V/ith the possible exception of .-arty members, both past and 
present, there is probably no one in this country in a better 
position to evaluate the internal threat of communism than 
J. Ddgar Hoover. Since 1919* when he made an extensive study of 
communist doctrine, and identified its dangers to the American 
way jf life, he has been in the forefront of the fight against 
internal communism. His many years as head of the Federal govern- 
ment agency designated to protect the country from internal 
subversion qualify him to speak with unquest i >nnble authority 
on the history of the American Communist I arty, and its structure, 
methods, composition, and activities. 

Mr. Hoover opens the book with an historical and theoretical 
discussion of the origin of Communism, first abroad and then in 
this country. The start of the American Communist Party as o.- 
small disorganized band of fanatics in I 9 I 9 is described, as is 
its gradual growth in strength, influence, -and power, and its 
transf ormation into a "dedicated, conspiratorial sroup operating- 
under modern conditions as an arm of revolution.” There follows 
a valuable section on the internal structure _-f the Tarty: How 

it is organized; how its leaders and members live; how the party’s 
educational program operates; and its purposes; how the Communist 
man is fashioned through Communist indoctrination, literature, 
and the party press. 

The larty’s attack on the existing society through mass 
agitation, infiltration, and organ izati on r &onts n is described. 
Here the reader is shown the tactics employed to hoodwink trust- 
ful citizens. The iarty attacks our society not only through 
open activity, but also through underground, channels . In 
recent years, particularly the period from 1951*1955* the under- 
ground has played on important role in Communist strategy, 
hiding men and records. 

Masters of Deceit is documented by actual case histories, 
although these vignettes suffer somewhat from the lack of real 
names, dates and places, they clarify the subjects discussed and 
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Da in tain n continuous pattern of absorbing reading. «n index, 
appendices, a bibliography of major Communist classics, and a 
glossary of over 40 terns frequently used by Communists all 
odd to the value of the book, 

Mr* Hoover cakes several points worthy of cent ion*- He 
forcefully states that the fight against Communism must be 
"waged with full regard for the historic liberties of this groat 
nation* This is the f undamental precise of .any attack against 
communism, " ( Jmpliasis supplied by Mr, Hoover). "Shears, 
character as'sasinatdon end the sc-ttering of irresponsible charges 
’ore said to* hinder rather than aid the fight against conn un ism." 
.»lso Mr* Hoover takes pains to make clear that in spite of the 
fact that tae Communists have concentrated their efforts on 
labor union .members , -,s well as on Negroes, Jews, and other minori- 
ties, the overwhelming majority of persons in these groups hove 
no sympathy for Communism or its methods and goals# 

Mr* Hoover's primory thesis is that intornal Communism remains 
a grave threat to the security and well being ;>f this country* 
although the Communist Tarty has been experiencing severe troubles 
in the last 10 years including infiltration of FBI agents, the 
prosecution and conviction of many of its leaders, the disaffec- 
tion of many others, and the decline of membership from c high of 
80,000 in the "40’s n to 22,000 or less, Mr. Hoover points lut 
that numbers are hot nn indication of strenght, and that the 
highly organized, tightly disciplined body is still a threat to 
our nation and everything for which it stands* In combatting 
this menace Mr, Hoover calls for assistance from all* The 
citizen is asked to recognize the communist's claims and tech- 
niques so that he is not fooled into becoming an innocent victim* 
Mr. Hoover demonstrates that information given by the ordinary 
citizen is often of vital assist-.nce to him and his organization*. 

Although written for the general public (the author des- 
cribes it "as in -almost primer form" ) the. book contains much 
useful material for those who have r more i professional interest 
in the subject, end particularly for those in the civil affairs 
branch of the servises. Mr, Hoover's vast experience in combatt- 
ing the communist menace in this country, ns recordrd in this 
bole, provides excellent source material for those who may 
someday be faced with -a communist menace in -not her land. By 
relating in detail the character of the individual communist, the 
structure of the party, and its techni: uoo of stirring unrest 
and dissension, and of arousing and controlling public fooling, 

Mr* Hoover h:s provided a fund >f knowledge which could not help 
but be useful to a governing body in discovering and identifying 
Communists, and defeating tnoir elaborate schemes and plots. 
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_ ' discovj^pa ccoounist'may n'ot always be Mr* Hoover 

points out that on© can*t ‘tell by looking* sine© a cor man ist nay 
cane from any race* creed* color or 'nationality* as well as iron 
any social or class level* However* Mr# H 6 over has set forth five 
categories of Communists and their helpers* and described then in 
a nanner helpful to identification* Set forth are the * hard cofe* 
party nember* th© concealed party members., the fellow travelers* 
the opportunists* and the "dupes** The distinctidn between the 
paid functionary and the ordinary worker is drawn* as "is* that 
between the members assigned to a cell (now called dub), and 
those operating at large.# Of the different categories* the oah— 
oo ole d party neriber nay be the nost dangerous* since nany of the 
hard core nenbers are leaders who 'noke little attenpt at conceal- 
ment* Once identified^ of course, the different groups should 
be treated differently* e«g* the dupe may need only to be infomed 
of his errors, while to wean the hard .core nenber away fran the 
party is exceedingly difficult since it requires a drastic change 
in his beliefs, and his entire way of life* 

Mir* Hoover has also ’related in detail the communist techniques 
and nethods. of agitation., and particularly in arousing dissension 
and discentent* Local tragedies and court cases are grist for their 
nill, and even the cock book is not overlooked in proparandizing 
their views and ideology* Case histories in the use of organization 
fronts as "Trogan horses* are given, as well as those of '"opport- 
unists* and "dupes** To advance their aims of conspiracy, revolution 
and rule by a minority thorugh violence and dictatorship, communists 
shrewdly and brutally take advantage of everyone and everything 
possible* Key industries ’ and organization© aTe infilitrated, fronts 
organized and transformed, petitions filed, mass meetings held, all 
without open Party participation* 

The harsh and ingenious nethods of raising finances, primarily 
thorugh the efforts of the lower ranking members, is set forth*. One 
early financing' scheme was discovered thorugh the apprehension of a 
sailor with $30,000 worth of diamons concealed in his trousers 
addressed to "Comrade Martens" * 

Infiltration into unions the major point of first communist 
attack and into civic and fraternal organizations is described in 
detail in the "Trogan Horse in Lotion"* This is a portrayal of 
communist ' strategy and techniques* mass agitation* infiltration and 
the front* which can profitably be studied with core, by any Givil 
Affairs officer* 

Since the 1 920 *s the Soviets have lessened their dependence 
upon the Party for 'use in espionage operations in the United States* 
Even here* however* the Soviets still rely on the Party members or 
sympathizers for assistance*. In on© major espionage apparatus dis- 
covered b 7 the PBI twelve of seventeen participants had been Party 
members* Th© Rosenbergo* Ethel and Julius * .who were executed os 
Soviet spies, both had communist backgrounds* O 

In short Maste rs, of , Deceit is a sound and practical layman *s text- 
book concerning the Communist party and its activities in the United 
States for Civil Affairs officers it is highly recommended an an

These excellent memoirs, tracing the path which Montgomery 
took on a military career of fifty years duration, illuminate 
the complex personality of the Pield-Marshal as no other book 
■.f one* Here is a career of unusual scope, described 
vath no attempt at great writing by a man who hammered his 
way to fame* The book is important for the light it casts 
upon Montgomery himself^ essential to an understanding of 
his military philosophy, indispensable to the military his- 
torian,' and valuable to the student of military leadership. 

As such, it deserves reading by all officers. Of particular

The - problems which Montgomery faced at the end of World 
.ar p., as commander of the 21st Army Group, were appalling, 
in his words, »I had suddenly become responsible for the go- 
vernment and well-being of about twenty million. Germans 
v. including one and one-half million German soldiers). Tre- 
mendous problems would be : required to be handled "and if they 
were not solved befcre the winter began, many Germans would 
die of starvation, exposure, and disease*.’ 1 Transport and 
communication services bad ceased to function and industry 
and agricultur e were largely" at a. standstill. The popu?-' ■ 
lation bad to be fed, housed, and kept free from disease, 
m that order. 



Since no other form of governmental organization to 
govern the British zone of Germany had been evolved by 
Montgomery's political superiors, he imposed Military Gbvern— 
mart- through the Army as a temporary expedient.

Montgomery found the attitude of the Gentian population to 
be on the whole corre.pt.

Generally, they believed 
that there would sooner- cr later be another war to stop the 
march of Asiatic hordes, led by Russia, into Western Europe. 

, , Difficulties with the Russians began on the very day .that 
the Coalman ders~In~Chief signed the Allied declaration regar* 
ding the unconditional surrender of Germany and inaugerated 
he Control Council. Marshal Zhukov would not discuss esta- 
blishing Control Council machinery— or even allow reconnais- 
sance parties into Berlin until the American and British tac- 
tical units withdrew within the boundaries of their respec- 
tive zones. It was finally agreed that American ard British

It became clear to Mont go ns ry that the Russians were not 
going to agree to the reconstitution of Germany as one eco- 
nomic^ whole. He considered it- a grave error to divide Ger- 
many into- three separate zones, but, this decision having 
been made, he set about putting his own house in order* 
Montgomery succeeded in getting enough workers into the 
melds to bring 'in the harvest, coal production was raised, 
ut only slowly, the fishing industry revived, and transpor- 
tation facilities encouraged. Tradition: lly. Eastern Germany 
{?' d Produced a surplus of food to feed the Western area, while 
est Germany was the manufacturing heartland; Since the Rus- 
sians were "creating a desert in their zone ", Montgomery 
could expect nonfood supplies from that source. All of this 
meant short rations and cold houses during the coming winter. 

Politically, Montgomery encouraged the restoration of local 
self-government on democratic principles. He permitted trade 
unionism to grow naturally, without pressure, so that unions 
would not fall into fascist or communist hands. Nazis were 
purged from office without exception and the judicial system 
overhauled, .So far as education was concerned, it was neces- 
sary to eradicate all Nazi teaching and ideology from text- 
books and screen all school faculties before schools and 
universities could be reopened* 



By October 1945, it was clear to Montgomery that the Rus- 
sians would never permit Four-Power government of Germany 
as a whole, and that the Western powers must prepare for a 
continuous struggle over a period of years.

Montgomery makes the important point that the time to expect 
trouble in on occupied country is when things seem to be im- 
proving, i, e* when the local population has sufficient food 
and is keeping warn, It is then that they will see that the 
recovery of their notion will not necessarily benefit them; 
because of reparations, and rapid demobilization would lead 
to substantial unemployment* This is fertile ground in which 
the seeds of discontent and trouble can be sown, and require 
the maintenance of adequate troop strength* Moreover, the 
period of National Socialise before the war was a time of 
full employment and a high standard of living for the German 
people* To" prevent them "from looking backward with longing 
to those days, during their present period of misery and want, 
Montgomery outlined several positive steps which had to be 
taken* 

Montgomery pressed his political superiors to reach agreement 
as to what the western border of Germany was to be* "We 
must tell the German people what Germany is to consist of* tt 
Second, a higher level of industry for Germany had to be 
permitted, so that a reasonable standard of living could be 
attained, unemployment lessened, and the Western Zones made 
self-sufficient* Same sort of central administration had 
to be provided for the Western Zones* Fourth, an immediate 
increase in the food ration was essential* Fifth, the growth 
of democratic political organizations ha<- to be encouraged 
and the process of de-nfczif icction completed,- Sixth, con* 



tacts with, the outside world should be encouraged so that 
the Germans could study a new ideology to replace that of 
the Nazis* Six, the whole age group, 18 - 25 years, who had 
been brought up in on atmosphere of Notional Socialist, had 
to be reeducated# Seventh, the younger children had to be 
educated correctly# 

Although Montgomery did not remain or the job to see these 
aims carried out — having been appointed; Chief of the Imperial 
General Staff -- his successors did, and Monty's early conclu« 
sions turned out to be sound. These memoirs well illustrate 
that, in the field of Civil Affairs and Military Government, 
no area nay be allowed to lie temporarily* domont, it is 
necessary to advance on all fronts at once.

Scholarship, insight and stylo combine to, moke this 695 
page book an important contri'out i ..n to historical knowledge generally 
but more significant it is an exhaustive case history troatise ' 
for the student of Civil Affairs of *h.ow* and "'how not* to 
conduct civil affairs and military government operations* 

This tome, with its hundreds of footnotes, is a gold nine of 
information, but it could no pare be considered light, casual 
reading than would bo. Blackstone*® Commentaries on the Common 
Law of England * 

The venture that began with Hitler ’.' 5 invasion of the 
Soviet Union in June, 1941 and ended in thG final German 
debacle of April, 1945* is one of the dramatic stories of his- 
tory, ^ inviting obvious comparisons with tho Napoleonic campaign 
against Russia* In magnitude, significance and c '.nscquences , 
it dwarfs any other episode of the Second World War, Few battles 
in history have, a better title than the battle of Stalingrad to 
rank among the *decisive battles of the world** Few military 
defeats, have been so complete and overwhelming as that which 
overtook Hitler's forces at tho hands of the Soviet armies in the 
spring of 1945 * 

From the summer of I 941 to the summer of 1944 , large parts. - 
400,000 square milos - of the Soviet Union were under German

When the Wohrmacht smashed into Russia* Hitler had plans

The treatment of human be irgs from regions beyond the eastern 
frontiers of the Reich was notable from the first* in Dallin’s 
words, for "the carefree way in which all human and political 
implications were ignored*" Hitler’s original desire to exclude 
these Untermenschen from German soil broke down owing to the need 
for "subhuman* labor* From the moment of the first victorious 
campaign in the summer of 1941, prisoners of w-r were carried 
off and put to work in Germany to sustain the war efforts# From 
the beginning of 1942* the recruitment of the civilian population 
in ocoupied territories, at first voluntarily, later under the. 
most savage procedures of compulsion, went on and car loads of 
Den and women from White Russia and the Ukraine were dispatched 
to Germany totaling in the end 2,800,000 people* 

Towards these millions transported to Germany and those left 
behind in German control the policy was clearly defined: "It

An " Os tra in is.t er ium" under Rosenberg was created for civil 
adDinistration of the occupied territories! and a sworn of sec- 
ond-rate administrators, nicknamed "golden pheasants , B moved in 
to positions of authority and luxury to exploit the resources 
and the "natives* of what was sometimes- ref erred to as ’Ger- 
many’s India", 

Rosenberg was plunged immediately into the chaos of per- 
sonal and jurisdictional conflicts that characterized the 
"authoritarian anarchy" of National Socialism, The result - 
"Ostpolitik" was seldom made in the Ostministeriuro, ' 

Economic policy in the occupied territory was formulated 
in two basic directions, known disrespect ively as "Brown Gomel" 
and "Green Jackass" ; it amounted to mere colonial exploitation 
and was unsuccessful. 

Expediency compelled slow and grudging changes of pxlicy 
but almost in every aspect of "Ostpolitik" there was too little 
understanding and what understanding there was invariably came 
too late. 

The German occupation of Russian was an economic failure, 
ultimately a military failure but above all a political failure. 

Although D a llin elaborately documents his conclusion that 
German occupation of Russia was a failure in every sense because 
it consisted of a narrowly self-centered despoiling of Eastern 
manpower and resource and the absence of any constructive or 
benevolent steps which he attributes to the basic clhficiency 
of National Socialism itself, to date the Vest’s military and 
political leaders have given little indications of great interest 
or clarity or enlightenment on subjects like "political war- 
fare" and "occupation".

Many parents do not accompany their children to the movies, and are therefore, 
if they are concerned at all, not aware that these "children's movies" contain 
propaganda topics (indoctrination, almost) that are the antithesis of the intent 
of the pro-American heritage.

Cardinal Giant. On page 40 there is a paragraph that disturbs me, one 
sentence in particular. It reads - ’Peasants were compelled to live in 
giant cooperatives. ’ 




As you see by the paper I am using, I work for a cooperative and I believe - 
that cooperatives have a place and serve a useful purpose in the American 
economy. 

I am just wondering if your use of the word ’cooperatives’ means that you 
consider that Russian or Communist’ Cooperatives are in any way connected 
with or are in the same ’League’ with American Cooperatives. 



As I have understood from what I have been able to read about the subject, 
Communist ’Cooperatives* are not cooperatives as we understand them in 
the United States- Just as Communist ’Trade Unions’ or Communist 
’Democracy’ are entirely different from the American ideas about these terms. 

1 1* think your book should be required reading for any thinking citizen. 

! I know in a vaque way that Communism is antagonistic to the American way of 
life. I have read several books and articles about the subject by persons who have 
had direct contact with Communism, but I could never make myself come to a 
; real understanding of how immediate the danger is. It seems almost fantastic 
to think that such things could be taking place here and now. Unitl I began reading 
your book, Communism, to me, was rather like the SpaniSh-Inquisition of 
the sixteenth century. Something far away in time and place. Instead, it is 
here-just outside the door, and in some cases already inside the room. 

Thank you for your book. Keep us informed. I suppose it must be discouraging 
sometimes to keep crying out-Danger-when it seems so few listen. Or perhaps 
more people are listening-and thinking-and acting -than I know of. 





I am sorry to have taken so much of your time with this letter. When I 
befean, I did not intend to ramble so.

For the elder twin who sold his birthright 
to his brother Jacob was named Esau, sur- 
named Edom: And Edom means RED. 

That feud goes on also-as in the Bible- 
although the Edomites, Israel’s enemies were 
last heard of as the four infamous Herods 
of the Gospels, a line of Idumean kings who 
held office in Palestine under Roman authori- 
ty.

Opposition To God’s Force 

Editor, The Telegraph: In the Bible we 
find the color red used repeatedly as a sym- 
bolic expression for whatever opposes God 
and His forces. 

Orientals think in symbols more than do 
we of the West, and to a far greater extent 
employ them in their writings. 

Some passages in the Scriptures seem ob- 
scure because we are not familiar with the 
figures of speech, and. scholars do not 
agree on the meaning of their imagery. 

However, some Divine Truths are so of- 
ten expressed by the same figures that 
we cannot fail to see their meaning. The 
color red for opposition to God is one of 
these. 

The serpent of Gen, 3:1 — unmistakably 
the red dragon of Rev. 12:3, 9— must head 
the list . . . Sin is often referred to as 
red: “Though your sins may be scarlet, 
they shall be as white as snow.” Is. 1:18 
. . . War, we find in Rev. 6:4, is depicted 
as a red horse whose rider was given 
power to take peace from the earth. Nahum 
in Chapter 2 describes the conquest of Nin- 
eveh by the Babylonians and Medes in 
terms of that color: “The shield of his 
mighty men is made red, the valiant men 
are in scarlet.” 

Yet by no means are all Biblical refer- 
ences to this color of adverse import. In 
all its different shades of scarlet, crimson 
— and even purple in ancient times— the 
color red was used in dress and interior 
decoration. The decor of both the Taber- 
nacle and the Temple included these 
shades. 

Signally, at the most important Event 
which ever occurred in all history, the Son 
of God glorified that color on the cross 
when his blond was shed for nnr salvation.

First, Section 8 of Part 3 (Why Do people Become Communists?) seems 
to me rather inadequate in spite of the fact that it is very compre- 
Ihensive.
